LONDON GREATLY EXCITED. 

AIIKEST OF DAVJTT. 

IjONDON, Fob. 3. — In the House of 
(.'oiinnons to day Harcourt, liotno .soc- 
reiary, replying to Parncll, .said that 
I)iivitt was arrested because bis action 
w'ls iionHidered incompatible with liis 
liiki't of leave. Parnell asked what 
l onditiou Davitt had violated. There 
wu.s no answer to this question. The 
Iri.sh iiioinbGrs shouted "shame," and 
otlicr members cheered tromondousiy. 
The HL'eiio surpassed description. The 
."-pcuker called upon Gladstone to move 
hi.s resolution. John Dillon rose, but 
the .speaker refused to hear him. After 
repeated warnings the speaker named 
.llillon, and Gladstono moved liis su.s 
pension midst entluisiastic clieers and 
fries of "order," the Irish members 
.sliouting "shame." Tiie motion for 
HUHpension was adopted by 395 to 3S. 
Dillon refused to withdraw, and wa.s 
fonubly removed by tlio sergcant-at- 
anns by order of the speaker amidst 
ei ii's of "shame" from Irish members. 

.Mr. Gladstone, replying to Cowen 
(radical), said that it wa.s due to the 
liou.se and to the speaker that his (Glad- 
stone's) action of yesterday should be 
discussed as early as possible, but that 
the house cannot give way to a motion 
on the subject of priority over the ob- 
structing resolutions or the protection 
Ijill. The remarks of the premier were 
greeted with loud cheers. 

A. M. Sullivan announced that he 
withdrew his motion relative to the 
speaker, as he refused to be a party to 
force. Ho protested against Dillon's 
forcible removal as an act of violencf; 
and illegality. 

The speaker pointed out that Dillon 
had deceived the chair. 

Gladstone arose to address the house 
and O'Donohuo rose to move ndjourn- 
ment. The speaker ruled Ghulstonc in 
postession of the floor. 

Parnell mo\'cd that (lladstonij be no 
longer heard. 

The speaker declared that Parnell 
was defying the chairman. Upon bis 
persislirig he was declared to bo will- 
fully obstructing and named him. Par- 
nell's suspension was then moved, but 
upon an order that the house be cleared 
for division, all the homo rulers refu.sed 
to leave the house. The motion to sus- 
pend Parnell was ultimately carried by 
an affirmative vote of 405, seven home 
rulers not voting. Parnell, declining 
to withdraw, was forcibly removed by 
the sergeant-at-arms, tho home rulers 
waving their hats as he passed. 

Finnegan then persisted in speaking 
and was nametl by the speaker. It 
appears likely that all the home rulers 
will cause themselves to be su.spended 
successively. Finnegan was also su.s- 
pended by a vote of -10') to S. The 
liomc rule members again refused to 
vote. The speaker had their names, 
numbering 27, taken down, and a mo- 
tion to suspend them was carried by 
412 ayes to 6 noes. They individu- 
ally declined to leave the house only 
by yielding to superior force. They 
wore removed singly by the sergeant 
at-arms. The force used was the ser- 
geant-at-arms taking the arm of each 
suspended member. The conduct of 
the home rulers is in accordance with a 
resolution taken at a meeting this after- 
noon to adopt the course recommended 
by A. M. Sullivan, that the Irish mem 
bars should remain in their seats in- 
stead of going into tho lobbies on di- 
visions. 

After the vote suspending the home 
rulers Gladstone rose to move his reso- 
lution to prevent obstruction, when 
0'Donn':il moved that GlndstniK! be 
not heard. O'Donnell was immc liate- 
ly named and Gladstone moved liis.-iu.i- 
peusion, which was carried, 311 to I, 
and he was removed. Gladstone refer- 
red to the irretrievable waste of time 
since the cominencoment of the ses- 
sion, and then moved his rcsoUitioii- 
ITo said ho was wilHpg tq accept a ccr- 
ti^in suggestion made by tho cippoiiition. 
The only way to meet obstruction was 
to give the house enlarged powers to 
check it. He earnestly appealed to 
tbp members to support tho government 
and rally to tho performance of a great 
dxity, apd Jiot let the house degenerate 
Jnto tbV'laughing stock of the world. 

Jt was moved as an uddUion to Glad- 
stone's resolution that a minister shall 
be entitled to declare any motion urg- 
ent. JTortheote Bsnentcd. 



Mitchell Henry said the resolution 
would woidd go forth to Ireland and 

to Europe as an unfair advantage over 
tho expelled home rulers. 

The only English members of the 
houso of commons who voted again.st 
Dillon's suspension where Cowen, 
radical home ruler, and Labouchere, 
both advanced liberals. They al.so 
voted against Parnell's suspension, but 
not against Finnegan'.s.- The six mem 
hers who voted against tho suspension 
of tho 28 homo rulers for refusing to go 
out on division of tho houso wore, 
Callan, liberal, Cowan, Labouchere, 
McDonald, liberal, IMacFarlanc, homo 
ruler, and Mr. Joseph MeKenna. 

A motion for adjournment was de- 
feated by 357 to 28. The 1st amend- 
ment of Xortlicotc having been added 
to the original resalution was agreed 
to. Northcote's second amendment 
that a majority to dccido the (juestion 
of urgency must consist of not loss than 
300 members, was rejected. Glad- 
stone's resolutinu'aa amended was then 
agreed to. 

.Mr. Gladstone uuncd that the bill 
for protection of life and property in 
Ireland was urgent. Tlie motion 
was passed and tho house adjourned. 

In the expectation that tho home 
rulers might carry their resistance to 
the e.^ctremc- yesterday, one hundred 
and eighty policemen wore stationed in 
tho vicinity of the house of commons. 

The names of the home rule members 
of parliament suspended, are: Dillon, 
Parnell, Barry, Biggar, Byrne, Corbet, 
Gray, Healy, Dawson, Finnegan, IMe- 
Gill, Lalor, Leamy, Leahy, McC.irtli y, 
MeCoon, i\[armon, Melge, ()'l~)onno- 
ghuo, IMalion, (VSullivan, John O'Con- 
nor Power, Reduiond, Seaton, .Suiitli, 
Wick, A. M. Sullivan, T. D. Sullivan, 
Malloy, Ricliard Power, O'Shaugli 
nessy, O'Donnell, O'lvclly. 

The principal alterations in tUad-' 
stone's resolution as firially adopted l>y 
the liouse of commons are, that a mo- 
tion for urgency must be made by a 
minister, who must state his reasons, 
and that the majority voting urgency 
must consist of 3 to 1 in a house of at 
least 300 members. Information must 
also be introduced making it clear that 
tho speaker was intending to u.se tlie 
powers conferred upon him for 
facilitating the peculiar business which 
alight bo declared urgent. Tho most 
extraordinary precautions were taken 
in tlieliouso last lught. Almost every 
door leading into tho lobbies and cor- 
ridors were watched by detectives. 
I Forster's ollice, tho speaker's and tllad- 
I stone's private residences were guarded 
] by police. Tiie lobby was cleared at 
I an early hour and strangers were not 
! allowed to enter. 

I One hundred and fifty conservatives, 
1 including the whole of the lato cabinet 
: except Lord Cairns, met with Beacous- 
j field to-day to consider (.ihidstone's re- 
solution. It is understood that it in 
j agreed to give undivided support to 
Northcote's amendment. Beaconsfleld 
I pointed o'lf. the great decHuo in 
the decency and dignity of tho liouae 
of commons since tho retirement of his 
cabinet, and said that it was necessary 
for the conservatives to do all in (heir 
power to restore the dignity of the 
commons by sup[)0rting tlie govern- 
ment so far as they aro able in putting 
down obstruction in the house. 

Cork, Feb. 1. — A jiriest and twenty 
lueinbors of the land league have been 
summoned to aii.svvor charges of intiini- 
datioB at Mallow. Sbeoban, secretary 
of the Parnell defense fund, has been 
committed for trial on a charge of in- 
timidation. 

No news has yet been received of 
the C'unartlm' Batavia, from Now York 
January 19th for Liverpool. It is be- 
lieved she is broken down and preced- 
ing under sail. 

The Spectator, speaking of the action 
of the speaker of the House of Com- 
mons, Brand, in putting a stop to Irish 
obstruction measures, says : In taking 
it ho (Brund) saved parliament, itself 
the best .system of free government 
man ever invented, from paralysis. 

The Jiconomisi says : The extraoi - 
dinary situation in which tho govern- 
ment has been placed, and tho vague 
fears of a more violent agitation in 
Ireland undoubtedly exorcised some 
influence in de|->reciating homo and 
American securities. 

DuBLi.v,Feb. 7. — Michael Davitt was 
arrested to-day under his ticket of 
leave. Immediately after Davitt wa.s 
arrested for not reporting himself to 
tho police, Eagan, Brennan and Dillon, 
of the land league, went to the castio 
and sought to have an interview with 
him, but the police informed them that 
he was not there. Egan, Brennan and 
others went to Kingston to see him 
before the steamer sailed. The police, 
however, refused them admittance and 
would allow no one to see the prisoner 
e.xcopt a diictor, who advised him to go 
to the hos])ital as soon as ho arrived in 
prison, as ho was threatened with lung 
trouble. Eagan a^id Ptrenpun subse- 
quently sucoeoded'in obtaining an in- 
terview with Davitt, who was in good 
I sjiirits. lie expects to go before a ma* 
gistrati! in Bow street to-day (Friday) 
and thence bo conveyed to the convict 
prison at Dartmoor. 

Davitt, on re^ohipg the Bow street 
police oilice, was at once taken before 
tho chief magistrate. The proceedings 
were j^rivate, but it is officially an- 
nounced that Davitt was ordered to 
finish the remainder of his sentence of 
penal serritude. IJc was removed 
Iroro ^ow fiXm^ qader escort. 



.LoNDbNj- Feb. 7 — It is understood 
that a careful examination of Davitt 

will bo made in consequence of state- 
ments with regard to his health. 

The land league issued a eircular to 
ilie branches last night calling on them 
to send delegates to the convention. 
Secretary Brennan says that there nro 
between 800 and 900 branches which 
will return about 2000 delegates to 
Dublin. It is curious to notice that 
while this has been progressing in Lon- 
don a panic: has comnienci'd to set in 
among tho Irish tenant fainier.s. On 
some estates a private lotler rceei\ ed 
last night records several instances 
in whicli tenants fearing the conse- 
queneeo.s of coercion have begun to at- 
tend tiiff rent ofliect and tn pav up 
their arrears. ( Jnitil'yiiiL; :u-< 1 lii.s may 
bo to landlords and the :;overniivent, 
poo[ile in Ireland sfi* in iln.s ill omens 
for the futuri>, nud (he fiiud [lassage of 
tho coercion bill may |io.s.sibly bo the 
signal for startling events. The dele- 
gates to the national <:onveiition of tlio 
land league will bo elected immediate- 
ly and notified by telegraph to attend 
in Didjlin upon the passage of the co- 
ercion bill.

Goodpaster has been jiaralyzed and 
hedridflen for months. 'I'hursday even- 
ing Preiatt had got in his wood for the 
night and before retiring started to 
throw on a log and in throwing it on 
the fire fell with it and being unable to 
rise was burned to death. His sister 
was lying in bod but was unable to 
roruicr him any assistance. At last 
flho got out of bed and dragged her 
brother's body out of the tire, managed 
to get back into bed and there was 
conipellod to lio, being conqiletely ex- 
hausted and tiuable to turn, with her 
brother's (lead and burned body lying 
in full view. Nothing was known of 
the affair until yesterday when !Mrs. 
Goodpaster 's son who lives about a 
mile off went to his mother's to help 
his uncle feed the stock. He stepj)ed 
to the door and a blood-curdling scene 
was opened to view. There in bed lay 
his mother v.dth eyes widely distended 
while on tho hearth lay tho body of his 
uncle HtifTaud stark in death, badly 
burned, and with eyes, cheeks, ears and 
a portion of tho neck eaten by cats; the 
whole presenting a ghastly sight. Mrs. 
Goodpaster had never closed her eyes. 

New York, Feb. 5. — The police re- 
port an attempt to blow up the Sound 
steamer Bridgeport.

Ac(iui;si- 
tiveness when ko[)t within proiior liiiiitH 
is a useful quality and we tlicrcforo aio 
not disposed to tind fault with the 
Finance Ministor when he takes credit 
for what ho is fairly ontitlod to; but in 
the public intorost wo must protest 
against his taking what doos not prop- 
erly belong to him. Wo tind ho Ims 
doiie lliia in snbinitting tn tho Lieu- 
tenant Governor the publ'c uccountH 
presented to him br the auditors. Tiie 
assumption nf almost pxacL aCi'uracy 
which the I'^inanco INLinister makes in 
his voUow-backed publication iM-m-lain- 
ly tiie most barcfaceil jipproi)n:iiion ol' 
credit unnierited to bo found ui any 
official document that wo imvo luer 
met with. The Finance Minister mod 
rstl}' says:

BO oxtreaiely small that wlicn 
P.dded together they amounted to 
only !?91.59. TIiIh doubtless is the 
impression iuleudcd to be conveyed. 
It certainly was ours until we com- 
pared the Finance Alinister esti- 
mates in the sessional [)apcrs of 1879 
with tho revenue rijceipts in the public 
accounts, when wo were amazed to dis- 
cover that we had been coaiplotely im- 
posed upon, that with the exception of 
the subsidy which is a well known 
8um there is not a aiiigle source of re- 
venue which the Finance Minister es- 
timated within $91. 59. The estimates 
cover 18 months consisting of the 
whole of the year 1S79 and the first 
half of the year 1880. The dilVerent 
sources of estimated revenue are detail- 
ed for 1879 and amount to 8146,8-23.- 
56;but for the six months of 1880 thev 
are lumped together and guessed at 
$180,000. How wide of the mark this 
guess of the Finance ^linister turned 
out. to be is apparent wlien we men- 
tion that tho actual revenue for this 
six months wan ?210,G3,'i.r!. The 
most ardent admirer of that gentleman 
cannot but admit that a ilisci-epaucy of 
over thirty thous.'inil dollar.s in so 
short a periotl does not show very close 
calculation on his part, or that he is 
justified under tho circumstances in 
blowing hi.s own trumpet in the editor- 
ial columns of the organ every two or 
three days. Wo liave said that tiic 
various sources of revenue for 1879 as 
detailed in tlie estimates of t lie ['"inancc 
Minister are inaccurate. Comparing 
the actual i-evenuo received for 1879 
with the estimates wo find that the 
Finance Minister is out over §500 on 
land sales. Over §750 on land revenue. 
Rents e.stiinated at .'?850 yielded 81 789. 
On free minors' certilieates there is a 
difference of .^370. Alining receipts 
general, put down at .'?7r)00, produced 
only S5501. On licenses ho is astray 
$3630. Fines, fortitures and fees csti 
mated at $5000 foot up to only i?2'_'Gl. 
Fees of oflico placed nt §3000 put in 
tho rnodest appcaranco of SliiO. Roilm- 
burscments in aid reckoned at ?3000 
amount but to SIS7. Sain of sidiool 
books .^1250 comes to §127. School 
taxis out$1099. Rcalestate tax §16,92. 
Personal property tax SM18, and 
Supremo Court, County Court and 
Registry Ft^cs e.stimatcd at Sa.'jOO 
amount to S8231. We might go on to 
tho end of tho list with similar discre- 
pancies between estimated and actual 
revenue but we fool certain that we 
hare already demonstrated M'liat we 
set out to prove, namely, that tho 
Finance Ministcrtook credit which did 
not properly belong to him of accurate 
calculation. If the Finance .Minister 
wanted to reduce the difference be- 
tween his estimates and the revenue 
to something small and to do it honest 
ly ho should have said: If you deduct 
$20,000 from my estimates and allow 
me to take credit for revenue from 
sources I omitted, such as a.syluin for 
insane, sale of statutes, kc, etc., and if 
you leave out of the revciuu! inli'rest 
on sinking fund .$2017.50; if in fact 
you permit mo to jiut in several sums 
and take out several others I can show 
you how small was the ditieience in 
the aggregate between the (ictual re- 
venue and my antici])atious of it. The 
Finance iMinister ditl not do this; but 
imitated the wonderful boy who when 
asked how, many beans made live / said 
four on tho first trial and .seven in 
the second, and then took credit for 
bcinc correct Ity adding his two guesses 
together and dropping the super- 
fluous one. What a remarkable speci- 
men of conceited self-satisfied humanity 
was that boy; but not more so than our 
Finance Minister.

— An oflicial report 
from Pretoria, Jan. lOth, say.s that 
tho troops ca)iturcd ihi' l^ocrs at Laa- 
ger on the 7th — ln>:, .(f the llni'rs heavy ; 
toss of t he -1 h it i.^ii hi-avv in (■onse(Hicnco 
of the treachery of the iloiu's, who, af- 
ter hoisting tho white ling lircd on the 
Dritisli, inciting tlu! natives to rise but 
without success. A immbcr of loy.alists 
had been forced to join the Inirrs and 
some natives had been iniirdered.

Nkw Youk, Feb. I. — There is con- 
siderable excitement iit Chili, near tho 
town of Cauete, on account of the 
large cjuantities of gold found by min- 
ers in the old ahaiuloncd gold mine 
known as tlm Lefu mines.

RAILWAY. 

Mr. Asli moved tliat thi.s ilmise aji- 
provos of the agreement fur tlie b.sihling 
iif tho Canada Pacilic Paihvay made lic- 
tweon tho Dominion gnvoiiimeiit and ilie 
Syndicate, to confirm wliich a Bill is now 
before the Dominion Parliament ; and 
further, expresses its entire confidence 
that tlio present Dominion goveniiiioiit 
will fullil, as far a.s is pi-actioabli- at the 
present time, all the obligations of the 
Dominion to th.e Province for railway cmi- 
atruction. 

Tho hon. mover said that no fjiiestion 
that could come before tho Legislature 
this session could exceed in iinptrtance 

that respecting tho fulfilment by tlio Domin- 
ion of the railway clause of the ti'i iii.s of 
union. It was not a question tliat .should 
bo left till tho last of tho session. Tiie 
credit of tho House would bo aflcclod by 
leaving tho matter till tho last of tho ses- 
sion on the ftirasy ground that some tele- 
gram had not boon received, or a dispatch 
had miscarried. He thought the lIon.se 
was in a position to deal witli tlio subject 
now and for the purpose of liaving it dis- 
cussed he had brought forward tlie reso- 
lution. Tlie sneering allusion in the 
Speech to tlie railway was not at all satis- 
factory. Tho hon. gentleman reviewed 
tho question from its inception and claim- 
ed that the present Dominion government 
had alw.iys shown a dispo.sition to pusii the 
railway on |with all possible siiecd. Wo 
ought to acknowledge that ' dispo- 
sition in a marked maimer, as 
they were about to carry out 
the original terms of union. Ho felt sure 
that tho public at large did not under- 
stand what were the obligations of tho 
Dominion to this l-'rovince. At the close 
of last session this Hnuse passed a vesolu- 
tion to the effect tliat the Dominion Gov- 
ernment were bound to begin the Island 
Railway before the spring of 1881. Now, 
ho objected to leaving such important 
matters till the end of tho session. They 
should not bo kept till the last moment. 
Sir John Macdonald and Sir Charles Top- 
per had opposed tho Island Railway bill 
in committee and at tho third reading. 
The bill w.aa the battle-ground of the two 
parties. In a late speech Sir Chi\vl(-s 
Tupjier pledged liimself and his party t^- 
tho carrying out of tlie railway obliga 
tiona of the Dominion to British Colmii 
bia.*' Sir John Macdi.mald said that tiicy 
were going to build the road and the 
original treaty would bo carried out. 
With regard to our own Government- ■ 
with regard to tho hon. gentleman whu is 
"Minister of Finance and Agriculture," 
(Laughter.)— in a speech in this Himse on 
tho 11th March, 1874, ho claimed thai no 
alteration had taken place in the terms of 
union. The Attorney-General stated the 
game thing lit the same time. This 
fiiiowcd that this Government never as- 
sented to any change in the original 
terms and that none was contemplated by 
tho Dominion or Imperial Government. 
What right, then, had we to call on the 
Dominion Government as wo did last sos- 
aion ? Ho thought tho Dominion Gnv- 
Drinncnt were not bound to regard tho 
reaolulion of this House last session. 
Whenwo hadconfcderatioii it was thought 
ton years would bo suflicicnt to build the 
railway; but in the light of a later oxperi- 
onco it-.was found that ton years wore 
still ne):esBary for tho coraplotion of tho 
road. The OonBorvntive Government had 



shuwd ai aispbsilion from the first to ful- 
fil tho btti-gain, and tho House should 
oxpr»'S3 confidonco in their good inten- 
tions. There \i(aa a great difference, how- 
ever, in the claims we may have upon the 
Dominion Government for construction 
anil the claims we may iiave upon them in 
compensation for delays. Tho two were 
distinct (juestions and should bo consider- 
ed by this House i.thus early in the nes- 
3 ion. 

Seconded by Mr. Bennett. 

Hon. Mr. W.ilkem said ho did not in- 
tend to enter into a lengthy discussion on 
this i|ueation; but the hon._ gentleman 
was peculiarly lUifortiniate in thi.s resolu- 
tion, he having formed one of a iniiiistiy 
that had strongly protested against the 
default of Canada in this regard. 

Mr. Ash. — What I said was that tho 
Carnarvon terms bound the Mackenzie 
Govornnient. 

Hon. Mr. Walkem said ho wa-i refer- 
ring to the hon. gentleman's e.xtraoidi- i 
nary course in this matter, hu havmg 
stated that the Dominion Government 
was not bound to build the road, and 
having previously nmiutainod that wc had 
a claim on that Governuieiit. Two years 
ago the same hou. gentleman had moved , 
to raise the Island Railway nvserve and ' 
ho (Mr. Walkem) was surpriiied at the j 
cour.se ho proposed to take to-day. Ho ! 
wanted to thank tho Dominion Govern- | 
ment for what? Nothing. It reminded 
him of tho celebrated "O bo Joyful" tol- 
egrtiin which tho hon. gontlonian sent to 
iNIr. Mackenzie in 1875. (Laughter.) 

Mv. Ash. — That was Mr. Benvcn's tel- 
egram. 

Hon. Mr. Walkem. — I was not iiwiiro that 
John .-Vsh, «-hiisp luniie was signed to the 
telegram which Tin- Coloiii.it rijlitly styled 
"O bo Joyful," was synonymoua with tho 
name of Robert Beavcn. (Laughter.) 
He now wishes to thank the Dominion 
Government for nothing, .as ho did in the 
"O be Joyful" telegram. (Laughter.) 
Without the least intelligence oicept tele- 
graphic scraps bef<>re lis, when wo don't 
know whether the bill has even passed, 
we are asked to thank the Dominiuii ( luv- 
erninont for— nothing. Papers were 
promised and they unuld be brought down 
in time fi.r discussion aiul action this ses- 
sion. The House would be askoil to deal 
with them in a proper waj* and would 
decide ilefinitely tiiis session- that they 
woultl not bo put ofl" any longer with 
promises that might never be intended to 
1)0 fulOlled. Tho Dominion had dealt with 
this railway matter as if tlio Province was 
no party to tho ngreeuient. Ho had been 
a party to no breaking of the terms. He 
had protested from year to year and that 
hon. gentleman liad been one of the pro- 
testing parties — his voice hail been loud- 
est in tlonunciation of Canada's default. 
Whon tho papers came down the House 
would bo asked to discuss tho fpiestioii. 
Those papers would be laid l)efore the 
House and the o]iinion of tho House 
Would be asked upon them. The Syndicate 
measure had just crossed the threshold of 
the Senate, the gr.ive of the Island rail- 
way bill. He viewed this resolution as 
one fraught with the greatest danger to 
tho country at large and lie now moved 
the previous nuestion. 

Mr. Smitlie saidthat that motion would 
not prcvant a discussion of the motion for 
previous (piestion. He was <piite with 
the leader of the governmont on this mat- 
er, but he would like to soo the rights of 
the House under a motion for the previ- 
ous iiuestion settled now and forever. He 
quoted from the rules of order and re- 
ferred to British parliamentary prat'tice 
on the subject. 

Mr. Ash rose to speak. 

Tho Speaker— Tliero is no ilebate nr j 
amendment on this motion. | 

Mr. .A.sh insisted that if the iirevinus I 
i|Uestion was in order it wnuld liavo been | 
moved in the British House of (.^oiiuuons ' 
tho other daj* when the Irish obstnietiv es 
were blocking legislation. 

Hon. Mr. Walkem said the rule ivas si. 
plain that he could not see how there 
could be any mistake.
